Northwest Airlines has awarded 
Huber, Hunt & Nichols (HHN) of India- 
napolis a $366-million contract to build 
the new Midfield Terminal at Detroit 
Metro Airport. Construction of the Wayne 
County-owned facility will begin shortly, 
according to County Executive Edward 
H. McNamara and Ray Vecci, Presi- 
dent of Michigan Operations for North- 
west Airlines, which will be the primary 
lessee of the facility. The project is sched- 
uled for completion in the last quarter of 
2001. 

"We are excited to take this impor- 
tant step toward building what will be 
the finest airport facility in the United 
States,” said Vecci. "We are committed 
to providing our customers in Detroit 
and around the world with a world-class 
facility and a world-class hometown 
airline.” 

Added McNamara, "The County and 
Northwest are working closely together 
to insure that the new terminal is a 
facility that will showcase the very best 
of our community, and that it is built on 
time and on budget. Our airport is the 
first impression we make on many visi- 
tors; we want that impression to be 
welcoming and pleasant.” 


As of March 3, 1999, plans called 
for the Midfield Terminal —with an area 
of two million square feet, overall — to 
include the following features: 
Terminal Bullding 
* 24 luggage curb-side check-in posi- 

tions atdeparture level (versus seven 
at the Davey Terminal), 

* 104 domestic and international tick- 
eting positions, 

- adomestic luggage claim area with 
11 large luggage carousels, 

¢ an international luggage claim area 
with seven large luggage carousels, 
and 

« Federal inspection services. 

East Concourse 

« 66jetarrival/departure gates, includ- 
ing 14 gates to accommodate wide- 
body aircraft (10 configured for inter- 
national arrivals and departures), 

* two “people mover’ trams to take 
passengers from one end station of 
the concourse to the other in 2.5 
minutes, 

« 1,5 miles of moving sidewalks (un- 
assisted walking distance between 
farthest gates will be reduced by 
more than half compared to existing 
terminal), and 





* the ability to accommodate interna- 
tional arrivals at the rate of 3,200 
passengers per hour in 2005 (3,600 
passengers per hour by 2020).

Midfield Terminal To Be Finished in 2001

Altogether, Aitport spokespersons 
say, the high arched ceilings, open 
spaces, and large gate areas in the 
building ~ together with one of the larg- 
est and most diverse airport retail con- 
céssion and service programs in the 
Uritted States — will make the new DTW 
Midfield Terminal a leader in aviation 
facilities worldwide. 

' The competitive process of select- 
ing the contractor to construct the 
Midfield Terminal has been underway 
_ for 15 months. A pre-qualification pro- 
cess of selecting the best qualified con- 
tractors to bid on the contract narrowed 
the competitors to four teams: Alberici 
of St. Louis and their partner, Walsh of 
Chicago; Dick Corp. of Pittsburgh; 
Huber, Hunt & Nichols of Indianapolis; 
and Walbridge Aldinger of Detroit and 
their partner, Clark Construction of 
Bethesda, Maryland. 

During the design phase of the con- 
tract — performed by SHG, Inc., of De- 


trot — the contractors participated in 
constructability reviews and made many 
suggestions to improve the contract. 
On February 18, 1999, the proposals, 
which included the price and technical 
information, were submitted to North- 
west Airlines for consideration by three 
contractor teams. With the proposals, 
suggestions on cost-saving measures 
also were submitted. 

After considering all the proposals 
and cost-saving measures, the award 
was made to HHN for a price of 
$365,523,239. As the primary contrac- 
tor, HHN will award subcontracts, worth 
many millions of dollars, to a number of 
smaller firms and suppliers. 

Huber, Hunt & Nichols — which is 
now constructing Tiger Stadium — has 
previous experience in airport work, in- 
cluding the Hartsfield Terminal in At- 
lanta and the Indianapolis Airport in 
Indianapolis. HHN also has constructed 
aviation facilities in Memphis, Dallas, 
and San Francisco.

Alumni Hall of Fame Inductees 
To Be Honored at Dinner

Marge Bergman — the backbone 
of the Romulus High School 
Alumni Association — earned a 
place among the ranks of the 
Alumni Hall of Fame with her 
tireless volunteer work. 





The Romulus High School Alumni 
Association will hold its third annual Hall 
of Fame Induction and Dinner on Satur- 
day, March 20, 1999, at Romulus High 
School. Each year, the Association's 
Selection Committee reviews nomina- 
tions forthe Hallof Fame basedoneach 
nominee's service to their community, 
successful life-style, and ability to serve 
as a positive role model for Romulus 
students. From 14 nominations received 
this year, the Committee selected four 
graduates to be honored: Charley Lau 
(Class of 1951), Dan Julien (Class of 
1950), Winifred Wafer (Class of 1968), 
and Marge Bergman (Class of 1966). 
Charley Lau 

Much has been written about the 
late Charley Lau, for whom the High 
School's baseball field was named. A 
special ceremony — attended by Ernie 
Harwell and Tony LaRussa — was held 
in May 1985 to dedicate the field in his 
honor. Lau excelled in numerous sports 
at RHS, then spent some time in Major 
League Baseball— including a stint with 
the Detroit Tigers — before finding his 
niche in the sports world as the "best 
batting coach" that America's national 
pastime has ever seen. He authored 
books on hitting and made several vid- 
eos that are in constant use by Little 
League teams and players all over the 
country. 

Dan Jullen 

Dan Julien—nominated by his high- 
school friend, Don Koza—worked hard, 
both in high school and college, to pay 
his own way. Through 1967, he worked 
at various teaching jobs in Michigan, 
then moved his family to Flagstaff when 
he was hired by Arizona State Univer- 
sity. During his last 24 years at Northern 
Arizona University, Julien trained more 
than3,500 pre-teachers in communica- 
tions skills. 


Koza believes that Julien is living 
proof that a young person from a poor, 
broken home can rise above his envi- 
ronment and — through education, de- 
termination, and hard work — attain goals 
and successes far beyond anyone's 
wildest dreams. 

Julien's record of community ser- 
vice while living in Arizona included 
involvement with the Boy Scouts of 
America's Grand Canyon Council, for 
which he was honored with the BSA's 
District Award of Merit and the Silver 
Beaver Award. He has been a constant 
promoter of the Romulus Alumni Asso- 
ciation, and initiated the idea Of lifetime 
memberships. 

Winifred Wafer 

Winifred Wafer was nominated by 
her sister, Frederica Noel, who, de- 
scribed Wafer as "an exceptional per- 
son who has been a teacher/leader in 
some way or another for as longas!|can 
remember." Even as achild, Noel noted, 
her sister used her gifts to reach out to 
and teach other children. 

Employed by Romulus Community 
Schools as a special-education teacher 
for approximately 20 years, Wafer also 
has chaired committees for the United 
Negro College Fund, worked with youth 
groups at her church, and been an 
active member of the Optimist Club. 
Marge Bergman 

Marge Bergman — nominated by 
Kathe Stears, Peggy Staten, and Lisa 
Hadyniak — has been a Romulus Com- 
munity Schools employee for the past 
20 years. Seven years ago, she pre- 
sented the idea of the Alumni Associa- 
tion to then-High School Principal Tom 
Dolan, and has served as the group's 
Coordinator ever since. 

Bergman has been tireless in her 
promotion of Alumni activities, including 
the Alumni Tent (now a well-established 
institution at Homecoming), a Chili Cook- 
off and Euchre Tournament (which coin- 
cides with the High School's Coming 
Home Week each year), andthe annual 
Hall of Fame Dinner, as well as special 
events such as an Alumni Career Day 
and a "Coming Home" gathering of past 
valedictorians and salutatorians. Under 
Bergman's guidance, the Associatior 
also has awarded more than $15,000 in 
scholarships and grants to Romulus 
seniors. She encourages graduates to 
volunteer for activities and to serve as 
role models for Romulus students.

The remainder of the grant funds 
will be used to educate drivers about 
the need for responsible conduct when 
drinking and driving.

middle-class families. 

"After our best efforts to better this 
proposal were turned down by House 
Republicans, | voted to cut the income- 
tax rate because cutting taxes intoday’s 
economy is the right thing to do,” said 
Basham. "However, the House Demo- 
cratic proposal to increase the personal 
exemption would have meant a signiti- 
cantly deeper tax cut for the majority of 
households throughout my district and 
the entire State." 

Under the House Democratic plan, 
the personal exemption would have 
been increased fromthe current $2,800 
to $6,400 over the next five years. The 
exemption is deducted by everyone on 
their State income-tax return. These 
exemptions reduce the amount of 
household income that can be taxed by 
the State. Everyone in a household, 
even children, qualifies for a personal 
exemption. If the personal exemption 
were raised to $6,400, a family of four 
would not owe any State income tax on 
the first $25,600 of income. 

"The average family in Romulus 
and Taylor could have received a $507 
tax cut under the House Democrats’ 
increased-personal-exemption pro- 
posal,” said Basham. “Unfortunately, 
under the Governor's plan that passed 
the House, they will only realize a tax 
savings of $179." 

Basham pointed out that, unlike the 
House Democratic proposal, the gover- 
nor's proposal is a reduction in the in- 
come tax rate. While the same rate 
applies to all individuals, the greater 
one's income, the greater the tax reduc- 
tion would be under the new rate. As a 


? 


result, under the Governor's proposal, 
the richest 1,000 Michigan residents 
would receive an annual savings of 
$32,000 each, while a family of four 
earning $50,000 would save only $188. 
“Although | am pleased to have the 
opportunity to reduce the tax burden on 
Michiganresidents, the Governor's plan 
clearly does not go far enough to help 
working families,” said Basham. “It is 
disheartening that Republicans put poll- 
tics first — and families last — when 
considering tax relief.” 
Woodward Proposes a State Earned 
Income-tax Credit 
State Representative David Wood- 
ward (D-Madison Heights) recently in- 
troduced his first House Bill: legislation 
to create a State earned income-tax 
credit (EITC). Under this legislation, eli- 
gible taxpayers would be able to claim 
10% of their Federal earned income 
credit ontheir State income-tax returns. 
"This legislation is important be- 
cause it allows the hard-working fami- 
lies in the 34th District and across the 
State to keep more of the income that 
they earn," stated Woodward. 
Woodward's colleague, Represen- 
tative Basham, fully supports the bill. 
"Since the EITC would be available 
only to working families and individuals, 
it will encourage workers to continue to 
choose work over welfare," he said. 
The amount of the EITC is deter- 
mined by family income andthe number 
of qualifying children that live in the 
household. Since itis arefundable credit, 
a person owed a Credit greater than the 
amount of his or her tax liability will 
receive the difference as a refund from 
the State. O
